Retrenchment— Wljere Shall It Begin? 



The latter part of the nrticlo upoD 
British Columbia and its Capital, 
■which we extraoted from fa late Lon- 
don paper, and published in onr issue 
of Tuesday last, bo entiroly accords 
•with tho \ iewB of the great majority 
of tho people of the Colony, that wo 
think it dne to tho writor, who has 
thus como forward to aid us in Eng- 
land with his pen, to draw attention 
to the neoosBity which ho has so truth- 
fully pointed out, oi a change in the 
Governor of tbe Colony, before, as ho 
says, tho " full moasuro of benefit to 
be derived from a union of interests 
in one oentre of aotion can be realiz- 
ed.'' If tho Governor has any real 
opinions of his own about tho state oi 
the Colony, ho lias, so far as wo can 
jadgo from tho very limitod opportu- 
nities we have enjoyed of forming any 
opinion from his publio acts, deeds and 
words, allowed thorn to bo wurped by 
prejudice and predilections." It is ad-* 
mitted on all sides that a Governor who

either of the two colonies boforo tho 
uoion, would bo moro likoly to sue* 
ceed in administering tho affairs of the 
unjtod Colony to the satisfaction of all 
partiis here, and this cannot bo too 

SlFougly u rguu*u"ijTrii' luv "&S T- 
ernmont. But if thoro i3 a necessity 
fof ohango, it exists not only at hoad- 
quarters. '-There are always some me 
bers of tho Government of a colony not 
possessing, and as some say not euffi s 
ciently advanced for responsible gov- 
ernment, who from their position can 
do much to advance or retard tho truo 
interests of the country. Those who 
have access to such dispatches from 
the Home Government as are not in* 
tended solely for tho Governor's pern. 
■ al, cannot help being fully cognizant 
of the ideas of tho Colonial Office } 
and it is very desirable that most per* 
sons should bo entiroly free from biat- 
or prejudice. When tho sovcranco of 
British Columbia from Vancouver 
Island occurred, it beoamo necessary 
to appoint separato officers to admin- 
ister the Government of tho two 
Colonies. Amongst othors it was 
thought necessary for each Colony to 
have a Colonial Sooretary, that is to 
lay a subordinate Government Officer 
to do a part of tho Governor's work. 
"When the union took place there were 
the two Colonial Secretaries to be pro., 
vided for in somo way — tho one pos-i 
seased of abilities above tho average 
and with considerable administrative 
talent for so young a man, was unac- 
ceptable to those who desired to con- 
centrate the business in tho largoat 

and most accessiblo town in tho United 
Colony, by reason of his being a 
tnrorjg partisan of ttTS uiniiiioTu i/ufc' 
city which hud boon tho scat of gov- 
ernment of tho soparato Colony to 
which ho had belonged ; tho ether 
whoso prinoipal clain.tj wore length of 
servioo, had probably boon ;too "long 
connected with Vancouver Island to 
bo acceptable to a Governor with very 
strong prediloctions in lavor of tbe 
mainland. What docs the Governor 
do under, suob ..circumstances ? Tho 
very natural course of a prudent wat^ 
would have been to recommend both gen* 
tlemeo to the favorable notice of the Col« 
onial Office for appointments elsewhere; 
hut no, tho first and gravest error that 
Mr Seymour committed when attempting 
to reorganize the service, and acting under 
instructions to retrench, was to retain 
both gentlemen in tho pay of tho Colony, 
in tho service we cannot say; manifestly 
the Governor having himself been an ab* 
eontce, looked to the two Colonial Sccre 
tarics as tho men most capable of render* 
ing him assistance in rearranging tho 
affairs of the Colony, and so they ought 
to have been from tho knowledge which 
they might have acquired in their depart, 
ments. If both Colonial Secretaries had 
been otherwise provided for, and had, 
with other old officials whose connection 
with the government of either colony had 
ceased, been prior to their departure 
constituted a commission to advise with 
the Governor upon the best means of re- 
trenchment, some good might have re 
suited. But here, as in other instances 
which have como under notice, tho Gov- 
ernor's want of decision of character leads 
him into tho commission of an act of great 
injustico to tho Colony; it is not however 
too late; wo -have, oa it appears, no Col- 
onial Secretary at present, tho gentleman 
who signs tho notices in the Gazette,

Railroad from New York to San Fran- 
cisco is rapidly progressing and will be 
opened in 1870. That besides being fed 
by an immense "way" traffic, passengers 
and mails, preciouB metols and the lighter 
and costlier kinds of goods will follow 
tbat route; tho commercial correspon- 
dence of one-half of the globe will pass 
over it; a line of first-class steamers bus 
been subsidisod to connect with it and are 
already ruuning to China and Japan; 
aud its undisguised aim is to divert the 
trade of China, Japan, New Zealand, aud 
tbe Australian colonics from the old to 
tbe Now World. 

Tbat, nevertheless, natnre has gifted 
British North America with a lino of 
country lar superior aud bettor adapted 
for an overland railroad than thai through 
tbe United Statos, and, pending such an 
undertaking, with water communications 
of the very first order, and which only 
require a few connecting links to make 
them immediately available during soven 
or eight months in tbe year. 

That tho liuo would pas3 over one of 
tho richest and most fortile regions of the 
world, viz , the plain of the Saskatchewan 
extending from near tho Luke of tho

700 inhabitants, tho officials thore alone 
maintained, thoso of Vancouver Island 
discharged, and the general wolfare of 
tho colony thenceforth eucriueod to local 
in torcsts. 

That although Vancouver Island com. 
mantis tho coasts of tho United States on 
the Pucific as completely as England 
commands thoso of France on the Atlan- 
tic, tho Homo Government has never 
spent anything on it; the colony, though 
yielding over half a million of gold yearly 
is indebted to the United States for tho 
carriago of every emigrant and every loi- 
ter thut reaches her shores; and if a man 
of war require repaira, she must go to 
Sun Francisco, thus dopriviu:- tho colony 
of tho beueSt of nn oxpendituro which 
ought naturally to aecruo to her. In short 
tho only ties that bind the colony to_ tbo 
mother country aro tho infliction on it of 
o despotic foiin of government; an expen- 
diture over wbdeh the people practically 
have no control and is out of all propor- 
tion with tho means of tho colony; and a 
Governor with a salary of .£4000 a year 
with other allowances, who only consults 
tho intorosts and wishes of tho very Bmal- 
lost portion of tbe colony; bo that al- 
though all public impiovemonts havo boon 
for somo timo suspended, the colony is 
suoL iu debt, tho trado of Victoria bus 
'btfou uuiiiuiiuted, the population bus 
dwindUd lo a shadow} thoBa who remain
